L SENSIBLE SPEECH. 

Tho second annual banquet of the lu- 
ronto Board of Trade was a splendid 
affair. The Governor-General, Sir John 
A. Macdonald, tho Minister of Finance, 
tho Promior of Ontario, and many other 
distinguished gentleman were present. 
Tbo speaking was, fur after-diniior onitory, 
uiicoiiiiiioiily good. Loyalty to (iroat llrit- 
aiii and to Canada was tho koy-iioto of all 
tho speeobos. Tho Govornor-Oencial 
mudo a good, sensible speech. He hoped 
that the guiding principle of Oanadiana 
everywhere jwould be "Keep tho Do- 
minion of Canada above all."

St. Andrew's Presbytorian Church has 
for some time past been found much too 
Binidl to acuoiniuodiito tho Inrgo congroga- 
tiouB which lill the a.icrod edilico ou each 
^uoceodhiir Siibb^itli to li.stL-ii to the words 
• -of wisdom, (3lij(iuuiii:u, mid uouiiaol which 
"faU' froni thu hps of tlm eatuemod and 
popular pastor, Kov. 1*. McF. Mucleod. 

As tho nood of n inoro coniiuodious 
church buildhig bocamo more and more 
apparent, tlio iiieinbors were uj> and do- 
; ing to supply the want, and tho necessary 
^. steps have been' titkoii to commeuco the 
orecliion of a now church whioli will 
aflbrd acouiuinodalion fur all and reflect 
credit upon the congregation as well as tho 
city of N'ictoi'iii. 

'I'he now cl\urcli, tliu [)laiiH of which arc 
now eoiiiplolcd, will, when oroctud, bo 
the finest budding of its kind west of To 
L tdnto, ^.Qn l;he "propanitiou.uf' the plans 
"tlie 'architect! Mr. L. Butti-ess Trinien, 
has expended a very larL;u amount of time 
and labor, luid a.s t iiii vl'.sliIL nl' ihia cart; 
fid Htudy, Victoria will ponboss a church 
worthy both ill its appearance and propor- 
tioiis of the growing requirements of thu 
city. 

In style the building will bo old Scotch 
castellated, but everywhere modern in its 
aiTiUigeineiits and appointincnts. As ati 
example of this style in Scotland might bo 
mentioned the new iminicipal buiUlmg.s ot 
Edinburgh; and in tho Dominion, St. .\n 
dluw'.s church, 'L'lJiontd, \imy lie singled 
out. It is a style than which none could 
bo more appiopriate fcu' a I'rosliytcrian 
uliurch, and one that is much in vuguu in 
tho present ,day, being a revival of many 
inteiestiiig features in architecture, in 
combination with mcdcni dcainiis. 

Thu total l(Mij!i.li (if tho biiildiuf,' will be 
120 ffut, and it.s i;u'.-ai'.iL width SI fool. 
The height from thu giouud to thu riilgo 
is 00 foot and the towur, truiu thu trruund 
luvul to the top uf the limits, will be 110 
feet. 

The interior of the building will be di- 
vided into the churcli, a commodious lec- 
ture room, voatry, ladies' i)arl(ir, lil)r;iry 
and cloak rooms, l.'pslair.-- will hv, a largo 
school room, with flass niom.s and inf.'iut 
BchodI riiiun, an.ingnl in sucl] a mannLTa.i 
will enable thu .-iupoiiuluiulcnt an the 

J)latforiii to keep the whole numbur under 
lis eye. There will be ontrurices to these 
rooms from tho gallery and tlirough tho 
Btair cases. The gallery w ill have four 
exits. 

The seating accunmiiHlat inu on the 
ground floor will be Iriii, in the gallery 
ySl, and in the chni,- gallery iil'. Tho 
general arrangement uf tlie church is after 
modem plans, adopted by many congrega- 
tions of uifferent deiiominatiui s. liy this 
plan tho congregation siuruuiids tho niin- 
istur, tho .seals being circular in plan, and 
there is a slight rise m the flour level back 
from the jnilpit. It will nnt laj amiss t(j 
explain that this is a return to the old 
lloman anipliithtatrc form uf seating, and 
is a very similar plan tu that which has 
proved so successful in the Senate cham- 
ber of tho Capitol at NV'nshingtoii. Tho 
choir by this arrangcunont have their 
backs turned to neither the cuugrugalion, 
tho minister, nor the organist. 

The present org;ui will bo re-ereutuil in 
a half gallery at the back of the pulpit in 
an arched l ecoss. Tho choir seats are so 
oidered that the organist and choir will 
be sulhciently separated, and will not in- 
terfere ono with tho other. 

The length of the pulpit platform will 
he 22 feet, being the whole width of tlio 
urcliway refurrud to;huncath, anil in front 
of tho pulpit, is placed tliu funt, then the 
communiontable, with the choir wing.s on 
either side. 

Special attention has been given to the 
study of the ventilation. The church 
will be lieatod with hot air as peculiarly 
suitable when there is a cousiduiuble 
auKJUiit of moisture in tho atmosphere in 
tho winter time. 

The new church will stand at tiio cm - 
ner of Douglas and Bruught«.in streets, 
tho main entrance being from Douglas 
street by a large flight of steps through 
three arched doorways into tho vestibule. 
Tho roar of the biiililing will have two 
entrances, one from Bioiigliton street, iMul 
one from an alleyway on the opposite side 
uf tho churcli. 

The building will bo faced with Cobble 
Hill or Koksilah stone, the greater part 
of tlie walling being executed in rubble 
work. 

The estimated cost of the whole is 
$40,000.

THE STEAM HAMMER. ^ 

SoiiittthinK^ Annut, a Powcrlul Muchinn 
and its luvuiilor. 

The roll of modern inventors contains no 
more attraclivo name lliaii that of the 
sturd.v Scot wdio invented the marvelous 
steam luiiiimer. The life of James Nasmyth, 
says lliii-jtf rs I'dinii; Ptejjk, was a roiiinnce. 
His acnicveiiionts were noble, his success 
was brilliant and his character was so 
eheiu'fiil, sunny, upright and hapjjy that it 
is a delight lo dwell upon it. 

Hi' himself has told us, in words of simple, 
hearty enthusiasm, the story of bis boyhood 
and one of tho triumphs of his manhood. It 
is curious that his very nnmo had a history 
ill striking contrast with the actual facts of 
Ilia life. One of his ancestors, it is said, in 
trying to escape from the enemy on a batile- 
lield, assumed the disguise of ablacksmitli. 
He was caught, after a sharp race, when 
his captor, percolvlng his disguise, ex- 
claimed; "Why, you aro juic smytli" (no 
smith); whence came tho family name of 
.Nasiiiyth. Now no greater dmd/i ever lived 
iliaii this James of the contrary name, who 
made the steam hammer. Tho old warlilce 
family motto, too, "Non arte, sod marte" 
(.Not by art, but by war), was so entirely 
contradictory to Jumca Nasmyth's pursuits 
that ho turned it OQtirely ar5uud, and made 
It "iNou marto, sod arte" (Not by war, but 
liy art). It was, indeed, by his masterful 
ai l that he achieved triumphs more endur- 
ing for tbo good of mankind than any war 
lias ever boon. Lot us seo what an un- 
usual kind of a boy James Nasmytb was. 

Ho soon conceived a great interest in 
chemistry. The father of one of his school 
mates had a cbomical laboratory at Leith, a 
mile or so distant from Edinburgh, and to 
tins laboratory young Nasmytb was frooly 
admitted. Vfhoa some tnterosting experi- 
ment was about to bo made, Tom< Smith, 
Nasmyth's young friend, 'would hoist a 
wliito flag on a pole in the garden at lieith, 
wliereat Nasinyth eagerly ran down and 
took [lartiuthe experiment The boys not 
only had a hand in tho exporlraonts, but 
taught tbomsolves liow to nialto each sub- 
st.uico used in them, instead of buying the 
siilistnnces in the shojis. Thus iS'asniylh 
soon bi.'c.giue a very slcillfiil iiracticul chem- 
ist. 

At the age of seventeen young Miismylli 
beeaii to turn his iiiecbaiiical talents lo 
pi act leal account. He made a little steam 
engine for grinding bis father's colors ; be 
constructed some workshop engines and 
till! model of a condensing engine to bu 
usedal mechanics' institutes, and after at- 
tending for four or live years the Kdin- 
liiirgli Hcliool uf Arts, madu tho model of a 
steam aarriaee for railway purposes. For 
It was jusl at that time, wlien Nasmyth was 
nineteen, that llie possibility uf applying 
steam to land travid was on the iwiiil of lie- 
iiig proved. It took Nasmytb four months 
of absorbing labor to complete his steam 
carriage, and wluai done It was run suc- 
cessfully on tho Qucensbury road, near Ed- 
inburgh, carrying eight passengers, who 
sat upon low seats only tbree feel from the 
ground. This seems to us now a very rude 
and uncouth way of traveling, but when 
Nasmyth's steam ongino proved to be a 
success it was looked upon as a woudcr of 
wonders. 

One of the most important events of 
young Nasmyth's life ms when ho was ad- 
nutted to tho famous works of Henry 
Maudsley, in London. Mr. Maudsleywos 
an eccentric butkind-hearted man, and very 
si I rcwd m meobanlctd work, and his reputa- 
tion was world-wide. He bad long refused 
to admit any more pupils in his works; but 
lu! was so struck with the genius shown in 
I he models whksh Nasmyth displayed to him 
that ho not only accepted the young Scot as 
a pupil, but took him into his own private 
wurlisliop. "Hero I wish you to win-k,y 
said ilaudsley, "beside mo, as my as 
sistant." Nasmyth remained with tins gen- 
erous patron two years, wdien Jlaudslev 
ilicd. 

Nasmyt li was now fully cipiipiied fm' his 
life work, lie Uiok cliargc of a lar^e 
."■oundry near Manchester, whero bo soon 
ac(|iiircd more thun a competence. 

He wa.s one of those who bad the rare 
privilege of witnessing the npeiiinirof Ihe 
lirsl railway, that between Maiiclie,.iter ami 
Liver|iool, and to see Slcphenson's 
"Uockcl" draw the first train uul of .Man- 
chester. The establishment of railway.s 
gave abundance of work to Nasmyth. wlio 
now made locomotives for the now compa- 
nies which rapidly aprauu up. 

Kut the great achievomont of Nasmyth's 
life was tho invention of that powerful 
steam hammer which still continues tu bu a 
marvel to all who see its operation, at once 
mighty and delicate. It is said of this ma- 
chine that it can chip an ogg resting on an 
anvil without breakiDg it, while it can also 
deliver a twelve-ton blow which will make 
a whole township tremble. We can not do 
iii tier than to quote' Nasmyth's own de- 
scri|Jiion of tliis crowning mechanical tri- 
umph of his life: 

"It coiis'strd of, fir.ft, a massive anvil on 
which to rest tiie work; second, a block ol 
Iron constituting the hammer or blow-giv 
iiij; lioriion, and third, an inverted steam 
c\ lindi r, to w!io.".c piston rod the hammer 
block was attached. All that was then re- 
quired lo produce a most cffectivi! hammer 
was simjily to admit steau of siiriicient 
pressure into the cylinder so as to a.;L on 
t he under side of the piston, and thus to 
raise the liaiiimer block atUn_died lo the end 
of Hie piston-rod. By a very simple ar 
ranL'eiiient of a slide valve, under the con- 
trol of an atteiiilaiit, the steam was allowed 
to esciiiie, and thus permit the iiiassivi' 
lilivk of iron ra))iilly to descend by lis own 
eravity upon Ihe work on the anvil. Thus, 
by a more or li-ss rapid manner in \i.lo. b 
tlie attendant allows the steam to eiiti-r or 
escaijie from the cylinder, any riMjuired 
ij'iial.er or any intensity uf blows could be 
deiivin-ed." 

( )iie uf tho ilrst uses to which tho steam - 
bammrrwas put was that of the driving 
ot piles. There wore many mechanics 
v. bo did not believe that it would drive 
piles fastor or bettor than was done by 
t he old method. So Nasmyth resolved to 
have a match between his steam-hammer 
and the ordinary pllo-drlvor. Two im- 
uieiise logs wore selected, and tho twomo- 
.'iiines began work at 'the samo' moment. 
I he result was that while it took the old- 
lashiuned machine twelve hours to drive its 
loi: to tho propor depth, the steam-ham- 
mer had fluisbed its task m four and a half 
minutes. 

The invcntinn of tho Bteani-hanimer not 
only made Nasmyth famous wherever in 
the World the iiH'clmnics arts are practiced, 
but added ipiickly and larg(!ly to his world- 
ly wealth. He was mily thirty-one years of 
aee, and had already acinuved a great life 
work.
